Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: An amendment was filed on April 19, 2007. A non-compliant 
amendment was sent out on May 24, 2007. The applicant's representative was told to either pay the $100 that is owed 
or cancel the withdrawn claims. The amendments sent were discussed and claim 12 currently appears to overcome 
the current rejection under Klapper et al. The main difference between the two was the ability for the controller to 
respond and be adjusted automatically with respect to the operating conditions. Further search and consideration will 
be necessary for a complete and proper examination. Another patent of interest with this case is Vandewalle et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,190,392).
